Local Couples Keep Step 

. With Square Dance Craze 

—2 - 


The square dance craze which 
’ has struck between 1Q0.0QG and 
130,000 Americans, according to 
the New York Herald Tribune, has 
not been overlooked by the Rut¬ 
land Recreation Dept. 

A group of about 24 couples, 
under Recreation Dept, sponsor* 
ship, meet regularly every other 
Saturday night at the Northeast 
School to enjoy this type of danc¬ 
ing. On evenings when a “name” 
caller is expected the school's 
i multi-purpose room is hard press¬ 
ed to hold more than 11 sets or 
some £3 people. On these nights 
J dancers come from as far as 
. Montpelier. Hanover, N. H.. Gran- 
'villa, N. Y.. Earn?, Middlebury 
land Bennington. Callers them- 
j selves come as far as from Mas¬ 
sachusetts and Connecticut. 

, \ Historically Western square 
dancing, the style followed by 


the Rutland group, and most other 
groups in the country, is a varia¬ 
tion of New England or early 
American quadrille, a dance form 
brought here from England In 
the isdos. 

Early settlers needed a stan¬ 
dard pattern of dancing which 
could he learned quickly. Instruc¬ 
tions oa the actual dance are 
chanted aloud by a caller. Be¬ 
cause of this, memorization of 
complete dances is unnecessary 
and, because callers vary their 
instructions. Impossible. 

Western, as opposed to Eastern, 
square dancing emerged as the 
result of the inventiveness of dis¬ 
satisfied and bored square dan¬ 
cers in the 1940s. At that lime 
certain callers set out to make 
the older quadrille patterns of 
the Eastern style more intricate 
and challenging and faster. The 
Eastern style has now all but 
vanished from the national square 
dance scene. 

Square dance jargon has not, 
however, been radically changed. 
A “set” is stilt four couples stand¬ 
ing as if on four sides of 
square and is still the starting 
mint of most dances. “Head coup¬ 
es” are couples one and three; 
“side couples” are two and four. 
The “corner” 3s the person next 
to your partner; “opposite” means 
the person or couple directly op¬ 
posite, A “promenade” is a walk 
around the set bojjjwlaries, by 
twos, and “^IterfTanae" means 
that comers face each other and, 
with left hands joined throughout 
the figure, walk around each oth¬ 
er until they return to their 
places. 


"cause"the purpose of the Rut¬ 
land group is lo provide spiare 
dancing for everyone, it is import¬ 
ant that callers aptwaringl here 
ha able to teach beginneIs as 
well as provide a challe&p for 
some of the more sophisticated 
dancers in the group. Because of 
this (here is some difficulty in ob¬ 
taining callers. 

Fees range from $25 to $100 de¬ 
pending upon the callers profe*- 
■sional standing or whether he 
calls for a hobby or as a full time 
vocation. These fees explain the 
$2 per couple charge here. 

Not only has the square dance 
been refurbished, the calling mod¬ 
ernized, but the old time fiddler 
has disappeared in favor of stereo¬ 
phonic high fidelity. Music at the 
dances, provided by the callers, 
is supplied through recordings on 
the test public address systems 
made. The caller is “live”; the 
music recorded, either on tape 
or disc. 

Square dance buffs list exer¬ 
cise, meeting new people, chal¬ 
lenge, and filling newly-found 
spare time among their reasons 
for attending square dance ses- 
ons. 

At Northeast School an audi¬ 
ence is welcomed to watch the 
dancers, either as ah enjoyable 
way to spend a Saturday night 
or as a "feeler” prior to becom¬ 
ing a regular square dancer. 
Membership is. however, limited 
to married Couples, mainly be¬ 
cause of ihe necessity of having 
an even number of people.
